Charging the battery with the 
included USB AC adapter 

(!) The included USB-AC adapter (F-2AC) (hereafter 
referred as USB-AC adapter) has been designed to 
be used for charging and playback. Make sure that 
shooting is not being used while the USB-AC adapter 
is connected to the camera.
